ing that will help them in proper 
prosecution of criminals. 


Never before in thc history of the 


county has so complete a campaign on 
behalf of society been attempted, and 
for this Attorney General Cummings 
and his staff arc to be commended.

"Plant, technical equipment, scien-

A cabinet committee appointed by 


former Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald 


has been studying the New Deal, much 
of it taken from President Roosevelt's 
program, for several months, meeting 
often with Lloyd George. 


Neither the World war premier nor 


his experts wcrc able to stir up much 
enthusiasm among the ministers. Ne- 
ville Chambrclain, chancellor of llv 
exchequer, looked askance at the large 
sums which would be necessary for 
carrying out many of the schemes to 
eliminate unemployment. 


The Welshman's program was head- 


ed by creation of a powerful "brain 
trust." which would operate without 
political interference. Parliament would 
legislate only on general conditions. 


It included a new financial policy, 


slum clearance and land settlement 
piognnn.s and international coopera- 
tion in finn>vr> 


In introducing his ,ilan Lloyd George 


referred to President Roosevelt a.s "a 
man of indomitable courage."
